Selectmen Cite 
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Operations 


More Instances 


Of Near Accidents at Ballardvale 


Two more instances of “‘ex- 
tremely dangerous railroad opera-' 
tion” are charged by the board of 
selectmen in a letter recently sent 
to President Edward S. French of ' 
the Boston and Maine Railroad in 
protest against the chances of 
serious accident due to conditions 
at the Andover and Ballardvale 
station. 

Dissatisfied with the results of 
their past correspondence with 
yeneral Manager F. W. Rourke, 
the selectmen are now taking up 
their crusade for improvement of 
conditions with Mr. French, and 
this is the first letter they have 
directed to his attention. 

Several instances of accidents 
or near accidents which the se- 
lectmen charge were due either 
to careless operation, poor equip- 
ment or faulty inspection have 
been cited in previous correspond- 
ence, yet despite the seriousness 
of the cages discussed in these 
letters there has been little done 
to satisy the board that sufficient 
safety measures have been adopted 
to remedy the condition. 

“We cannot permit this list of 
cases to mount if we have any 
power to avoid it,” the selectmen 
said in a previous letter, and 
added “Preventive steps are more 
necessary than excuses. .. . Some 
definite action must be taken be- 
fore more of our citizens lese their 
lives,’ 

The latest letter sent by the ge- 
lectmen was as follows: 

January 8, 1948

Dear Sir: 

For sometime we have been 
having a Series of accidents and 
near-accidents at the Andover 
and Ballardvale Stations. I am 

enclosing a copy of our recent 
letter to Mr. Rourke in this 
connection and a copy of his 
‘uswer which heither satisfies 
us nor any citizen of Andover 
With whom we have discussed 
the Situation. As evidence that 
the Situation is not improving, 
{ am detailing two further in- 
Stances of extremely dangerous 
railroad operations that have 
occurred at the Ballardvale 
Crossing, 

On December 28th, 1947, at 
12:28 a. m., the Boston & Maine 
fower at Lawrence requested 
that the Andover Police cruiser 
be sent to the gate tender’s 
“banty at Ballardvale. Upon ar- 
"ving there the officers radioed 
buck that the Sate tender had 
hot been relieved by the proper 
Person and that the tender had 
Sone and left the gates in 
Charge of an entirely irrespon-

sible persons who has Since been 
committed to Danvers for ob- 
servation. This “substitute’’ put 
the gates down every time a car 
came along. Our police took 
over and advised the Lawrence 
tower of the Situation before 
the proper relief came, the 
“substitute” ran off and could 
not be located. For some time 
the gates were under the entire 
charge of a dangerous operator. 
The action could easily have re- 
sulted in one or more fatalities. 
I am quoting a Statement 
covering a second case of im- 
proper operation in Ballardvale 
occurring a few days ago: Jan- 
uary 4, 1948: “Sunday P. M. 
about 11 50, I was driving home 
with my daughter Elaine, havy- 
ing been to the movies in An- 
dover. We were stopped at the 
Ballardvale crossing on account 
of the gates being down. I 
Wasn't stopped more than thirty 
seconds when the gate tender 
raised the gates and signalled 
for me to come ahead. I started 
ahead and got to about the mid- 
dle of the tracks when my 
daughter cried ‘*Daddy—look 
out—here’s a train.” I stopped 
immediately and looked and at 
just that instant a Boston bound 
express train went by me at no 
less than 70 miles an hour. My 
car was not further than a foot 
away from the speeding train. 
Had there been a Portland 
bound train coming, we would 
have both been dead, or if it 
had been a dry road, I would 
have been in the middle of the 
whole business. As it was, we 
skidded a little getting started 
and it was this slight delay in 
forward movement that saved 
our lives.”

Dear Mr. Chairman: 

The purpose of this letter is to 
ask for your views. 

When Congress adjourned last 
August, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations re- 
quested me to obtain certain in- 
formation in Europe. Upon my re- 
turn, I received a further traveling 
assignment connected with national 
ljefense. Then came the special ses- 
sion of Congress. Now the 1948 ses- 
sion is underway. All this has kept 
me away from Massachusetts so 
much that I have been unable to get 
around the State to the extent 
necessary to keep me plentifully 
and currently informed on domestic 
affairs. 

To remedy this, I wish you would 
give me your considered opinion on 
those aspects of our complex domes- 
tic problems which impress you as 
being particularly important. 

During this session, we will face 
legislation concerning taxation, 
housing shortages, national defense 
and especially those factors which 
most affect the high cost of living. 

I will deeply appreciate your 
views on these or any of the other 
disturbing factors in our national 
life which you consider important. 
At the same time, I would also ap- 
preciate receiving the views of any 
of your associates who might be in- 
terested in these questions.

Miss Elizabeth Hopkins, the 
teacher of corrective reading, is 
also qualified by both training 
and experience to perform testing 
and counselling duties. In her 
reading work she encounters many 
cases that need special attention, 
thus enabling the classroom teach- 
ers to forestall much graver fu- 
ture difficulties in the students. 


In Junior High school testing 
and counselling work is carried 
on by (Miss Katherine Sweeney and 
Mr. Arthur Weiss, a most capable 
guidance officer, who is unfor- 
tunately on leave of absence this 
year due to illness.

Report 
from the 


State House . 
by Sen. Philip K. Allen 


Introductory. |: 

This column marks a distinct 
departure from the customary, be- 
ing the first attempt at journalism 


lon the part of the author. Never- 


theless, vague misgivings to the 
contrary notwithstanding, here- 
with reflections, reports and 
sundry comments on history, gov- 
ernment, politics, and current leg- 
islation in Massachusetts during 
the present session of the Great 
ind General Court. 

Events Last Week: 


When the General Court met on 
January 7th, being the first Wed- 
nesday in January, it had met an- 
nually except for one year (1942) 
since 1780, and had assembled on 
every first Wednesday in Peery 
since 1832. 

By the resignation of Senate 
President Donald W. Nicholson of 
Wareham to take up his new 
duties as Congressman from the 
9th District, the Senate was short 
one senator and a president. They 
would make up the senator by a 
special election in February and 
they proceeded in due form to 
elect Harris S. Richardson of Win- 
chester as President. 

In joint convention the House 
and Senate heard on Wednesday 
the Governor’s annual message, 
short and to the point. Governor 
Bracford recommended: 

1. Further extension of the 
discretion of district courts in 
2viction cases, permitting courts to 
postpone evictions, except non- 
payment of rent cases, for a period 
~f twelv* months.
